Has tlio Stock Fallea too Huoh. 



^Montreal city gas stock has recover- 
ed several per cent, from the lowest 
point reached after the announcement 
of tho panic in gas stock iu England, 
and some doubts aro being e.xpresseil 
here as to whether or not, after all, gas 
will be suj)erseded to any great extent 
by the electric light. Of course this 
will continue to bo a matter of opinion 
until some enterprising company gives 
tho principle a thorough test, when the 
cost and other results will bo more 
surely amved at. However, in the 
meantime any details connected with 
tho progress of the invention in the 
iliroction of cheapening light interests 
every one. The American papers an- 
nounco that an Electric Light Com- 
jiany, with a capital of ?300,000, "to 
produce light, heat and power by elec- 
tricity," has boon incorporated in New 
V'ork. The decline of gas stock will 
indicate what faith our business men 
have in the success of tho new light and 
of such a company. Here on Sept. -Ith 
of last month Alontreal city gas stock 
was quoted at 143, while to-day it is 
worth only 118. This is not at all dis- 
proportionate to tho decline in other 
cities; in fact it is rather less than otiicr- 
wise. Says the New YnrV. Sun : 

On the 4 111 of September the stock 
of our Manhattan Gaslight Company 
sold at 200|; on Thursday last 57 
shares were sold at 157. During tho 
siimo period the Metrojiolitan gas 
.stock fell from l.'}2 to 105. New 
York comi)any stock is now at about 
80, and all the other gas stocks have 
suH'ered from the same fall, which may 
yet be even greater. 

It may be stated that tho only qu^^s- 
tion to bo now considered is that of 
cost. Electric lighting has been suc- 
cessfully tried in London and Paris for 
the illumination of streets, large spaces, 
railway depots and .other large build- 
ings — such as the Gaity Theatre in 
London — bnt it remains to be seen 
whether or not the e.\penso can be re- 
duced, as Jl. Longtin, whoso system is 
adopted in tho Gnity Theatre, claims, 
to one-half that of gas, or to even a 
small j)ereentage less. It will not be 
long, however, before wo know all 
about it. — Montreal Witness.

I DO xoT KNOW who writcs the poli- 
tical articles in the Statht, but they 
strike mo as being about tho best which 
ajjpear in the London Press. I extract 
the following from an article headed 
I'The Afghan Complication," which 
sums up our position in Asia : 

" What is really objectionable is that 
the course now being pursued in Cen- 
trfd Asia, whether it has to be carried 
out by war, or the mere threat of war 
suihccs, is an extension of the policy 
of the Anglo-Turkish Convention. By 
that arrangenuait •^ve a.ssumcd the su- 
premo government of Asiatic Turkey. 
We are uov,^ about to take ch.argo of 
Afghanistan. Persia must manifestly 
follow. 'There -will then remain only 
China to absorb, and the whole of 
Southern Asia will be ours. For the 
sake of jjrcscrving our rule in India we 
shall thus, have annexed regions vaster 
than all JMirope. When is this process 
to stop ? and liov,- are we to fullill the 
responsibilities we are assuming so 
lightly t Moreover, we are makingour 
territories conterminous with those of 
Kussia for thousands of miles. By way 
of checkmating Russian aggression, in 
short, wo aro making inva.sion easy. It 
is (juite clear that the existing British 
Army is not equal to these now duties. 
Unless, therefore, we arc bent on 
courting disaster, an increase of the 
army by at least sixty or seventy thou- 
sand men is urgently -necessary." 

In these views I entirely concur. If 
wo are to take Afghanistan, Persia and 
Asiatic Turkey under our wing, we 
must )")ay the cost, and this cost is 
heavy additional taxation, and a con- 
scription. The subjects of the Queen 
of Great Britain will have to pay both 
in money and in blood for the policy of 
the Empress of India and of her Grand 
Vizier. — Tvuthful 'I'ommy in I'ruth. 

Valuahle Mineral Discovert in 
THE Black hills EEPoitTED. — It is an 
open secret that a party of about ten 

prospectors hll vc discovered a new gold- 
bearing quartz lead about five miles 
from this city, which is said to be of 
immense width. One wall rock of 
quartzite can be traced for four miles ; 
tiro other, of porphyry, running par- 
allel to it, has been traced an equal 
distance, and between the two, a dis- 
tance of 3,000 feet, lies this enoronius 
body of gold-licaring quartz. The ore 
a.ss.ays from .$20 to .$40 per ton. The 
rock is of a dark color, carrying pyrites 
of iron in large quantities. Colors are 
obtained in every ]ian prospected. The 
rumor also s.ays that tho whole ledge 
has been poolf.d, and a value of l?10,- 
000,000 placed upon it. At present a 
force of. fifteen men are engaged open- 
ing it up. Specimens of the rock left 
at this oflice look well, and are good for 
sore eyes. — Deadwdod Fioneer. 



New Youk, October 13. — Talmago 
preached, with might and main toilay 
on his recent visic to places of wicked 
resort. Hundred.s of persons went 
away unable to gain admittance. Tho 
]ireacher was in high siiirits, and was 
even more violent than usual in his 
manner of delivery. He began by com- 
paring himself to Ezekiel, who dug in- 
to a wall, found an open door, went 
in and beheld all maimer of creeping 
things and abominable beastis. 

"I saw tens of thousands of young 
men going dowo..

No linnet, no robin, no 
challinch was there; but vultures, vul- 
tures, vulture.s. All was tinsel, gew- 
gaw and show, much of it apparently 
bought at some second-hand furniture 
store and not paid for." He saw no 
women who could comp.ire in loveliness 
with those who mav be seen any day 
in Brooklyn thoroughfares. Tho music 
was execrable with its cracked pianos 
and cheap orchestras. Sin, however 
pretentious, is always poor." 

Mr. Talmago ran on iu this manner 
for an hour. He announced that next 
Sunday ho will explain why the muni- 
cipal authorities allow such resorts to 
exist, and show the obstacles in the 
way of their removal, Itis intention, 
he said, is to continue his sermons on 
tho subject until he got through, and 
has saved ten thousand young men.
